was bartered for trade on the side- 
walks of the streets—two rival meth- 
ods of dispposing of the farmer's pro- 
duct will be in evidence. There will 
the time-honored auction system 
with some of its flaws rectified and 
here wwill be the cooperative plan 
here will be the cooperative plan 
ils crop leisurely and without rush, 
drawing, however, leas ready cash or 
his product than he would on the 
warehouse floors. 


With a tremendous crop matured 
and mostly housed during the past 
weeks Danville stands a chance of re- 
gaining her lost laurels. 
She may 
once more become the largest loose 
bright letf 
tobacco market in 
the 
world. It is recognized that the size 
of the crop is unusual and it is also 
recognized that Danville, as result of 
some of the smaller markets becom- 
ing one hundred per cent, for the co- 
operative system (that is to say with 
no outlet for the growers who have 
not signed the five-year pool agree- 
ment—becomes the logical centre for 
those growers to bring their tobacco. 
In other words, Danville's auction 
trade radius has been increased and 
there is every reason to believe that 
the local trading facilities will be a 
factor in drawing to this city large 
numbers of farmers who have signed 
up with the Cooperative Marketing 
Association because of Its larger bank- 
ing facilities and the ability to borrow 
money on their certificates of holding 
in addition to their cash advances. 
Another factor in favor of the re- 


development of the Danville tobacco 
market is the improvement of roada 
radiating- from Danville and the fact 
that many of the dirt roads this sum- 
mer have been reworked and top soil- 
ed affording a good surface to reach 
lere. There are still some bad roads, 
however, but it Is the policy of the 
'hamber of Commerce which has been i 
at work indefatigably during recent' 
\ears in the development of improved 
•oads to continue its good offices and 
a a year= go by the surrounding high- 
ways vml be further improved. 


The Cooperative Association has de- 
eloped to an amazing degree during 
he past eighteen months.

The situation in the 
colored schools is understood to be 
more serious. Over two hundred un 
der age children have been refusea ad- 
mittance to these schools owing to lack 
of facilities These are children under 
seven years of age. but of sufficient 
maturity to warrant tuition which 
probably would be afforded if there 
was room for them.

speaking my mind. 
But I shall 
speak, in simple and friendly term 
simple, because the Americans like 
what you call straight talk, friendly 
because I feel vgur country is fun- 
damentally frlejidly to mine. 


"I haye not prepared and am not 


going to prepare any written speeches. 
I have all the necessary facts in my 
head and wil stick, to a few leading- 
propositions. 


"I will not discus sthe policies .of 
President Poincare, nor the matters 
of reparations and interallied debts. 


"I will certainly discuss the treaty 


of Versailles, the League of Nations. 
the condition of Europe, and the re- 
spective attitudes of France, Eng- 
larid and America. 


"I believe in the continued unity 


of the allies. They served together 
in the war whose primary object was 
to secure peace.
